WAR PSYCHOLOGY. 


The death of Viscount Haldane of Cloan recalis 
John Morley’s remark to the effect that almost 
more deplorable than the destruction of human 
life involved in war was its effect upon the human 
mind. He had reference to the violent dislocation 
of reason and perception accgpiplish@i by war 
psychology, the furious partisanism which rides 
rough shod over common sense and common jus- 
tice. Morley himself suffered in some degree from 
this public state of mind and it in fact brought 
his active political career to an abrupt.close when, 
in truth, the influence of his character and intelli- 
gence might have been most useful to this 
country. 

But Viscount Haldane suffered a sort of moral 
lynching by British war opinion and chiefly be- 
cause of a quite reasonable though unguarded re- 
mark which in peace time would not even have 
been noted by the British public and certainly not 
resented save perhaps by a handful of fanatic 
Teutophobes. : Haldane was a distinguished scien- 
tist and student of philosophy. After graduating 
from Edinburgh he, like so many other students 
of other nationalities, had repaired to one of the 
great German institutions of higher learning, 


acquaintance with the great scholars of Germany 
and a lifelong admiration of the achievements of 
German philosophical genius. So it was not only 
intelligible but commendable that Lord Haldane 
should own to his debt to German thought, espe- 
cially at a time when the German people were 
being pictured as a race of savage brutes and 
when even persons who thought themselves edu- 
cated were swept along in a roaring tide of mob 
excitement. Haldane, as we recollect his. words, 
said ‘‘Germany is my spiritual home.” It was m- 
discreet, doubtless, of Lord Haldane to subject this 
honorable reminder to the inevitable distortion of 
war psychology, but we may judge of the ungov- 
ernable folly and mischief of such a state of mind 
when we remember that he was shouted out of

UPENDING THE LAKES. 
Chicago, Aug. 17. 1928.—In consider- 
ing the pros and cons of the great lakes 
water levels discussion some factors 
seem to have been overlooked. For, 
while the water is higher now than in 
several years; it is likely that the un- 
usually heavy rainfall over an extended 
period and area actounts for this tem- 


porary surplus, and that when nor- 
malcy returns, Chicago's enemies will 
resume their carping at the drainage 
canal’s tiny dribble as the one and only 
cause of lowered levels in the lakes. 
The real cause should be apparent t 
any one who surveys’ adjacent terrain 
with an eye for what it once was rather 
than for its present subdivisional possi- 
bilities. For the drying up process 
has been going on for a long time, and 
would seem to be the result of a geo- 
dynamic lifting of all the lake regions, 
not-only around Chicago, but also in 
Michigan. 

A nearby example of the effects of 
this slow elevating is the “ onion beds” 
district south of Harvey. These vast, 
level acres are of rich, deep, black soil 
formed by the decomposition of marsh 
grasses and silty sediments. How long 
this section must have lain as a huge 
bog to produce such a soil only a 
geologist could guess, yet the well de- 
fined shores of white dune sand, drifted 
into small hillocks surrounding it, show 


that it was once a great lake with 


sandy bottom and a surf powerful 
enough to throw that sand up for the 
winds to form into dunes. Our Cana- 
dian friends would doubtless blame the 
transformation of this considerable body 
of water into a marsh and later into 
farm land, on the drainage canal, if 
they knew about it. 

The same phenomena exist in Michi- 
gan, however, far enough away, it would 
appear, to exonerate the canal as@a

“The sentiment favoring the wid- 
ening of radial highways by the state 
in congested districts to accommodate
